London, June 10.—The problem of 
how to see in comfort the coronation | 
procession and the 
royal 
progress1 
through the city * does not end with 
buying a ticket and holding a seat on 
one 
of 
the 
hundreds of timbered 
stands now being erected on all the 
eligible sites between Buckingham 
palace and Guild hall. 
Before you occupy your seat you 
will have to get there—a fact which 
is complicated by the elaborate police 
regulations now being drafted; and 
when you are in your seat you will 
have to sit tight* for a good many 
hours before you can break away to 
your favorite chop house. 
Moreover, in booking your seat it 
js just as well to m ake'a personal in­ 
spection of the stand, for not all of 
the two guinea coronation stalls will 
afford a broadside view of the passing 
of their majesties. 
Some of the stands are being con­ 
structed at extraordinary angles from 
the sightseers' viewpoint, owing main­ 
ly to difficulties attending the hoard­ 
ing up of churches and statues, which 
may not be chipped or damaged in 
any way. 
Some stands, too, seem to 
have been so placed as to involve 
the use of glasses tor any adequate 
glimpse of the royal pagean*ry. 
While the holders of seats on 
stands may take their places as early 
in the morning as they choose, they 
may not be later than 8:30 to 9 a. m. 
on coronation day, and in some cases 
ticket holders are 
already 
warned 
that they must, be in their seats by 
J a. m. 
Nor will there be any getting away 
until 
after 
ihe 
return procession, 
which means late in the afternoon. 
For the coronation^ ceremonies will 
last the greater part of five hours. 
The prospect of spending six to seven 
hours 
in 
coronation 
sight 
seeing 
would be less inviting to the majority 
of people if it were not that arrange­ 
ments are in progress in most in­ 
stances to provide refreshments on 
the stands either at a sum inclusive 
with the cost of seat, or at what is 
euphemistically termed 
“reasonable 
charges." 
A small army of waiters 
and waitresses are being engaged tor 
the coronation and progress days for 
service at street stands alone.

subsequent re-election. The Democrats 
captured the general assembly at the 
gm e time. 
Then Governor Hcrmon renewed his 
efforts In behalf or certain bills two 
Republican general assemblies denied 
him. 
The most notable achievement ac­ 
complished by the executive during the 
legislative session was the enactment 
of the Wyman hill, including the Ore­ 
gon plan of nominating and electing 
United States senators. 
A conference committee was apj*>tnt- 
ed to frame a compromise aemtionm 
nomination and election bill. “1 wouifi 


vote for á Republican for United 
States senator if the ¡*?f.ple by their 
votes declared te r a Republican," the 
governor told this com m ittee dur­ 
ing the conference.

One of 
the committee suggested the Oregon 
plan was undemocratic. The executive 
replied, “It's the very esse nee of De­ 
mocracy to put the government back 
Into the bands of the people and let 
them say whom they want for United 
States senator." 
Governor Harmon took a new tack 
and had a similar measure offered in 
the house, the Wyman bUL . That 
body passed it and sent it to the sen­ 
ate, where the governor finally got 
sufficient Republican votes to save it. 
Ohioans had demonstrations recent­ 
ly that their judiciary, one of the most 
sacred institutions of a free govern­ 
ment, had been invaded by party boss­ 
es in their inordinate thirst for power. 
Instead of being places where the peo* 
pie could turn to invoke the penalties 
of the criminal statutes on those who 
had offended certain courts were be­ 
ing used, in cases where men of vast 
political power were concerned, to 
shield violators from the vengeance of 
^he law. 
BuVthe general assembly took a long 
step forward from boss domination of 
the courts by enacting a bill provid­ 
ing in the future that all Ohio judges, 
from the dignified gowned justices of 
the supreme court down to the humble 
laymeo who sit as justices of the 
peace, shall be elected on tickets ab­ 
solutely free from party emblem or 
device. Nominations may be made by 
conventions, but the power of bosses 
to control nominations was broken by 
a clause in the bill which says that 
nominations may be made by peti­ 
tions. There is not another such law 
in the United States. 
Ohio has been hampered by the 
crude, unwieldy machinery of a con­ 
stitution which was adopted in 1851. 
«nd the subject of making a new or­ 
ganic law is the biggest and most Im­ 
portant proposition that has come be­ 
fore a Buckeye general assembly In 
many years. Selfish hands were being 
outstretched to get control of the con 
stltutlona! convention to be held in 
1912 when Governor Harmon took 
charge of the arrangements for It and 
succeeded In getting through the gen 
eral assembly a bill which will remove 
the delegates from political Influence 
and make them responsible to the peo­ 
ple only. So well did he manage the 
campaign that Ohio will set a prece 
dent for all other states to foHow when 
they come to rewrite their organic laws 
Nominations of delegates w il be 
made by petition only, and nominees 
will be elected on ballots absolutely 
free from party device or emblem or 
any form of party designation. * The 
liquor question, which has been a sore 
spot in Ohio for sixty years, will be 
finally settled when the new constitu­ 
tion is adopted. 
The state when Governor Harmon 
grasped the reins of government had 
nineteen penal, reformatory and benev 
olent institutions, with the responsibil­ 
ity of governing them divided among 
nineteen separate boards of trustee* 
three members to a board. Tbey were 
so conducted as tv» secure neither econ­ 
omy nor best results. 
These trusteeships, all 
honorable 
positions and eagerly sought after, bad 
been used as a sort of currency to par 
chase nominations and to repay the 
boy*, who had delivered votes In con 
ventions. The trustees appointed su 
perlntendents and all subordinates, 
and these combined to furnlsb the 
dynamic power for the steam roller 
which the late Mark Hanna and Boss 
George B. Cox used to crush the life 
out of rebellions against the rule of' 
the G. O. P. machine. 
Governor Harmon's Idea was that 
"the establishments which a Christian 
state maintains for charity are sacred 
and that every selfish purpose should 
perish at thetr doors." 
Acting on this principle, the governor 
? ni iiMfd and torced through the general 
.i*.si»muty a bill placing all employees 
of the institutions ranking below su­ 
perintendent under civil service roles 
The nineteen separate boards of trus­ 
tees and nineteen stewards under this 
taw were legislated out of office, and 
the duties of the fifty-wren trustees 


compelling all OÍiio political divisions 
to purchase such supplies as they 
need from the penal institutions.

The employee cannot resort to the 
courts for damages when injured in 
the factory of a corporation which 
pays into the state compensation fund 
except when the ifijury Is caused by' 
the disregard of a law, ordinance or 
ouder issued by an .authorized public 
officer providing for the protection of 
employees or by the willful wrong of 
an employer, his officer or agents. 
The employer contri bn tes 90 per cent 
of the compensation fund and the em­ 
ployees 10 per cent 
Awards range 
from $3,400 to $1.500 and are graded 
on the scale of wages paid employees. 
The taxing laws of the state were a 
joke when Mr Ha rump was inducted 
into office and the taxpayers had 
no means to check^ extravagance ot 
their public officers. These men decid 
ed on the amount of money they were 
going to spend In a year and then 
made.a levy to produce that amount 
Taxpayers could do nothing bat pay. 
"The authority, which demands must 
be curbed/' said the executive in a 
message to the general assembly, Tfiat 
body obeyed -and passed the Smith bill 
which limited the u^ixlmuin tax rate 
that could be levied by public officers 
tn each district to í.p e r cent of tax 
duplicates.

Governor Harmon, had a bill drafted 
to abolish all these boards and to place 
the entire .taxing machinery of the 
commonwealth in the hands of a sin­ 
gle state commission of three mem­ 
bers.
